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Two years have passed since the last of tlio throo gro&t 
Axis powers, Japan, had surrendered to tho Allies, Joy had 
swept over the world, people onbraccd oach other on tho opon 
street. Happiness was * encountered wherever you went, An epoch 
had had cone to an end, another was about to begin, The ~orn 
of nurd or , persecution of minorities, the reign of the nighty 
and ' powerf ul over tlio weak and poor, had 'finally cone to an 
end. A bright future was adopt to begin, an era where right- 
eousness, justice and tolerance would bo tho principles to 
which all the governments of tho world would adhere. Those & 
other wore the thoughts that dwelled in the minds of every nan 
and womas^ in the days that followed tho termination of tho 
terrible struggle that had lasted almost nine years in some 
parts of th& world. 

;Today, two years later, the happiness of these days is 
gone, disappointment has taken its place ; and- the realisation 
of the bettor world as envisaged by many , scons to be farther 
off than at any tine during the hostilities. Fighting - is go- 
ing ^ on in many parts of tho world, in Indonesia, China, Pal- 
estine and others. Hundreds of thousands of displaced per- 
sons are still in oonps under "conditions not far above those 
in former concentration camps* Minorities arc persecuted and 
the coloured people are still denied many of the basic rights 
pf humanity. In the two greatest democracies that 'are exist- 
ing today, things happen of which the governments, osrwoll as 
tho peoplo of "these respective 'countries, ought to bo utter- 
ly ashamed of. Equality of nan, one of tho most preached aLo- , 
gans of tho war , scons to have been forgotton. The spirit of ' 
those days is gone, Tho tino when Christian and low, whito, 
yellow and black 'soldiers were alike, when tlio one helped tho 
other to survive, when the blood of no one was not good enough 
to be shed for the "common cause", are gone and forgotten. 

The evil of prewar tines has returned. The heart of ev- 
ery right-thinking human being ought to revolt when such in- 
justice is practiced. If a person lias been good oiiofigh to fight 
for "democracy^, ho certainly is worthy to enjoy it. By en- 
joying it wo moan, that he is entitled to tho basic right of 
freedom regardless of raoe colour or creed. Millions died in 
the last war: they wont into battlo with the belief firmly 
rooted in thorn that they would servo a purposo , v/ould ' add an- 
other brick to the structuro that eventually would form into 
a just and bettor world. But those who survive forgot oasHjfo 
politicians in many parts of tho world arc doing their almost 
to or oat o an atmosphoro favourable for a third world war. It 
seems as if they have not learned their lesson, 

Whenever, all around tho world, men assemble to honour 
their dead, the unnamed horoes of the last war, olio can not 
help to get the impression that these ceremonies arc moaning- 
loss a,nd sometimes have all tho earmarks of a farce. Meaning?*
